4* Mere recently, the building has horn subject to water leakage. 
Oar 12K card file room end sal crofilr. laboratory hevo boon flooded on 
four occasion 9* 9 July, 7 August, 12 August, and 23 August (see Tab A), 
Raeh episode i» usually followed by a G3A erav costing in to analyse the 
damage end fix up things where necessity. Some repairs have bom suc- 
cessful, others short-lived. 

5. There huo been son© suggestion that the Agency is not willing 
to spend more money on the Stadium due to now building pirns* This 
certainly is a logical attitude with respect to new construction* However, 
it would I believe be shortsighted to epply-th* same principle to minor 
alterations required to hoop the Stadium operating under adequate condi- 
tions.
